"The Constructive Quarterly" is a 
pobllcation devoted to t^e expression 
of "conatrnctive Christianity" by the 
reprs s sntative of the Tarlona Chris- 
tian denominations. The diatin- 
gniahed personnel of its editors and 
eontribotors and the interesting na- 
tnre of many of its artielas gives to it 
a position and prestige more than 
ordinarily attaches to a magazine. 
In its latest issue a particularly note- 
worthy contribution is Included, from 
the pen ,of Rev. Newman Smyth, D. 
D., a Protestant clergyman, on 
"Chrtetlanlty After the War," in 
which the power and unity of the 
Catholic Church and the wfuliness 
and disunity of Protestantism In the 
face of the present crisis are pointed 
out and stronffly commented upon. 

"■|'h"' real test of Christianity," de- 
clares iJr. Smyth in opening his arti- 
cle, "Is to come ,ifter the war," and 
"the critically hopeful <iuestion of 
the present hour for the church Is — 
after the war shall there be a new 
epoch of International Christianity?" 
His answer is in the affirmative: 
"The final security of the world's 
peace shall be international Chris- 
tianity. Greater church unity is a 
necessary condition for that." But 
the Protestant churches, he laments/ 
have given evidence from the beglfu. 
"nBlf^ ^f a most irritating dlajprfty 
The Ca!S?1k»c|»'"^l> ftJCDC'^EaB stood 
solid and unltStt^tVe fact of all the 
crises of the worwh history. 

"There is one church," we read, 
"that stands always ready. For cen- 
turies there has never been a day 
when it has not had power, for bet- 
ter or tot yma^to i^M^k its own 
mind wifli inaonty : and it has led 
its own following. At any time of 
need It has not to wait. In the morn- 
ing Its voice may go forth to the ends 
of the earth. At midnight it may 
speak; and as the sun rises the whole 
world round the people shall listen. 
Before the powers of the world it can 
appeal for millions of people and in 
every tonnue. It retains no temporal 
Bovereiniiiy : it can not command the 
war to stop: yet Its ai>peal has gone 
forth for the love of Christ's sake in 
behalf of tin- sutfiMers and the pris- 
oners. The Church of lUime has a 
voice, and it can make it heard even 
amid the storm of war. The Protest- 
ant churches can not. The voice of 
the Roman i hurch is ;is nnc voii e. 
the voice of many waters: tlnTc is 
none to declare the mind of ilio 
Protestant churches, though all 
would hear it spoken. Its voice is as 
the murmurs of running brooks from 
distant sources." 

"That." he continues, "is the out- 
standing fact which confronts the 
Protestant churches — their independ. 
ence of one another has left them 
powerless to act, even when they 
ought to act together in their power 
as a whole. They do not, they can 
not, stand up as one solid force to 
confront an impious wrong; they can 
not rise at an hour's summons to 
meet an emergency; nor can they 
minister as one body for Christ's 
sake to the urgent suffering of any 
land. They are not united or even 
practically federated sufficiently In 
any city to do the sreatesf possible 
good which they havn tln' luen and 
means, the mind and heart to do." 

This confession Is all the more 
striking because of the fact that Dr. 
Smyth still fears "spiritual absolut- 
ism" and lauds "free church democ- 
racy" as exemplified in Protestant- 
ism; not understanding thai doctrine 
can never be democratic in Its crea- 
tion or dispensation, because it is 
from Ood and necessarily theocratic, 
and that the real "church democra- 
cy" actually exists in Catholicism in 
that it has reached all the peoples 
and has never become a representA- 
tive of any taetloa of the people or 
allowed royalty or State to control its 
laws and regnlations, as have many 
of the Protestant denominations. 

He hopes In a vague way that 
Protestantism, at least in America, 
will be nble to get together in a pos- 
itive and productive way; hut in ex- 
pressing this hope proves Its futility 
In showing how far apart the sects 
are today. He points to the Protest- 
ant Episcopal and the Congregation- 
ahst churches as examples, because 
in history and In many ways In doc- 
trines these churches liave a common 
ground. But they ac far. far apart 
in actual practice and in iliiir es- 
timation of each other. Tliey do 
send their money to the sufferers 
under the "religiously neutral sign 
of the Red Cross," but "charity," he 
emphasizes, "la not ail of Christian- 
ity; their religious faith and hope 
they do not give together to the 
world." "With all their mutual help- 
fulness and 'benevolence, tbe«e two

Elab- 
orate dishes and complex bills of 
fare spell decadence as surely as 
bad plays and sex-problem novels. 
Tsage condones Juvenile greediness. 
Hampers and tuck-boxes are the 
popular form In which affection is 
demonstrated. Kven religious feasts 
have become Identified with gar- 
gantuan meals, when overfed con- 
stitutions give trouble temporary 
cures are effected. Imi tliere Is no 
restriction of renew i indulgence.

But when cravings of an 
Intellectual and charitatile nature' 
are given scope the instincts of the 
brute tend to dlsappetir. We know 
that repression of the animal Is the 
alpha and omega of Christian educa- 
tion, but we should not expect It 
from factors specifically set apart to 
foster animal appetites and develop 
their growth. 

We women are too apt •to rail at 
the unbridled passions of men when 
we are often ourselves to blame.
